Hospital Seeks Safety Net 


The major hospital bordering San Francisco may have a buyer but its long-term future feels far from secure.

With a pending sale due for ap- 
proval any day, Daly City’s hospital that 
largely serves low-income patients and 


seniors is no longer in immediate danger. 


But the instability still has staff and pa- 
tients anxious about its long-term future 
— after all, it was in the same position 
just four years ago. 

The owner of Seton Medical Center, 
Verity Health, declared bankruptcy in 
August 2018, setting off a panic about 
what would happen to the safety-net 
hospital that roughly 27,000 people 
in southern San Francisco and north- 
ern San Mateo County rely on for 
emergency services. About 80 percent 
of those are MediCal and Medicare 
patients, who would have to travel 


farther for care even in life-or-death 
emergencies. It’s also the largest em- 
ployer in Daly City. 

By January, Strategic Global Man- 
agement, a subsidiary of KPC Group 
of Companies, emerged as the sole 
bidder, offering $610 million for Veri- 
ty’s four hospitals: Seton in Daly City, 
another Seton in Moss Beach, and two 
in Southern California. The California 
Attorney General’s Office held a public 
meeting in August and is expected to 
lay out its final sale conditions this fall, 
according to San Mateo County Su- 
pervisor David Canepa’s office. A judge 
approved the bid earlier this year. 

“We were pleased to participate in 
four separate public meetings in the 
communities surrounding all four 
hospitals being acquired by SGM,” said 
spokesperson Jeff Corless in a state-

ment. “The meetings had broad em- 
ployee, physician, elected official and 
community stakeholder participation. 
The consistent theme was, ‘save our 
community hospital.’ That remains our 
top priority.” 

When Verity bought the hospital 
system from Daughters of Charity in 
2015, the Attorney General imposed 
conditions which were designed to 
keep the hospital operating for 10 
years. Just three years later, however, 
the hospital declared bankruptcy. 
Phoebe Minkler, a Seton nurse of 9 
years, says colleagues are wearier this 
time around and less willing to stick 
around — which makes it harder to 
train staff for the long haul. 

“A lot of people are scared about 
the future,” says Minkler, who's repre- 
sented by the California Nurses Asso- 
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ciation. “We just heard this a few years 
ago — it’s more promises. We're left in 
a kind of lurch again.” 

Minkler and her coworkers would 
like SGM to commit to investments 
like reopening labor delivery and es- 
tablishing the cancer unit that Verity 
promised. But they’re also just hoping 
the hospital doesn’t lose services at 
this point, and for the new company to 
commit to the seismic retrofits needed 
through 2030 that would signal a long- 
term investment running the property 
as a hospital. 

Though the City Council of Daly 
City approved a resolution in 2018 to 
keep the land zoned for hospital use, 
fears remain that developers are eyeing 
the 32-acre site for lucrative housing. 
Extending the sale conditions another 
five years and following through on the 


retrofit would better ease those fears, 

says the National Union of Healthcare 
Workers, which represents about half 

of Seton workers. 

“The top priority for Seton workers 
is keeping the hospitals open with 
no decrease in medical services for 
the surrounding communities,” said 
NUHW Research Director Fred Seavey 
in a statement. “We’re ready to work 
with the prospective owner to make 
that a reality, but it’s hard not to have 
concerns when the company has not 
committed to keeping the hospitals 
open long-term or seismically retrofit- 
ting Seton Medical Center.” 

Minkler and another Seton staff- 
er, Rosalie Zamora, say patients 
have asked if the hospital is closing. 
Keeping Seton running at full speed 
is a matter of life or death to many, 
including longtime Daly City resident 
Elaine Villasper. Her family has gone 
to Seton for services since the 1990s 
but it became a lifeline for Villasper 
when she went into septic shock days 
after developing an infection during 
childbirth. She spent a week in the ICU 
recovering from organ failure anda 
stroke and was told that if they went 
to a hospital farther away, she may not 
have survived. 

“The doctors, nurses, and other 
medical staff provided great care to 
me and my family and I owe my life to 
them,” says Villasper, who supports 
NUHW demands. “A hospital is a key 
part of any community, and it would 
be detrimental not only to the work- 
ers, but to our city if the hospital was 
not able to provide its services.” 

Even with Seton’s future more 
secure than it was a year ago, Canepa 
feels a long-term fix is needed to the 
inequities of hospital services in San 
Mateo County. He’s starting to look at 
surcharges on for-profit hospitals con- 
centrated in the southern, wealthier 
parts of the county to prevent financial 
strain on safety-net hospitals like Se- 
ton or the public San Mateo Medical 
Center. 

“What’s really fascinating to me is 
the schism between the haves and the 
have-nots,’ Canepa says. “Daly City is 
really the symbol for that. We have a 
lot of MediCal and Medicare [patients], 
where are they going to go?”

Assembly Bill 45 overturns a policy few knew even existed, to the benefit of prisoners throughout the state.

It’s not easy to earn money while 
in prison. 

The factory jobs that are available 
— such as making license plates, sew- 
ing uniforms, or maintaining prison 
facilities — pay $0.08 and $0.37 per 
hour. Half of that income commonly 
goes to restitution, which means that 
on average, a person incarcerated in a 
California prison makes only $1 to $6 
per week. 

To an outsider, that may not seem 
like a big issue. Aside from items from 
the commissary, what is there to spend 
money on while behind bars? But 
the truth is uncomfortable: Among 
other things, California prisoners are 
required to provide copays for medical 
or dental visits. While in prison that’s 
commonly only $5, it’s not an easy 
sum to come up with while being paid 
$0.08 an hour. 
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It’s an issue criminal justice reform 
advocates have been fighting for years 
— and now, it appears they may have 
won. On Sept. 10, Assembly Bill 45 
cleared the Senate with 29 votes of 
support (including two Republicans). If 
Governor Gavin Newsom signs off on 
it, all medical copays at jails and pris- 
ons across the state of California will 
be eliminated. 

It was Romarilyn Ralston from the 
California Coalition for Women Pris- 
oners who first got the issue in front 
of Assemblymember Mark Stone of 
Monterey, Santa Clara, and Santa Cruz 
counties. The issue was originally fold- 
ed into a 2018 bill authored by Stone, 
but was amended out after protest 
from the California Department of 
Corrections and Rehabilitation. It was 
reintroduced as its own bill this year. 

AB 45 hasn't received the same 
attention as other criminal justice re- 
form measures like Assembly Bill 392 
to hold police more accountable when 
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using deadly force, or Newsom’s move 
earlier this summer to eliminate the 
death penalty. But for people who are 
incarcerated, AB 45’s effects could be 
life-changing. 

Juan Haines is small. He’s 5’3”, and 
125 pounds. Currently incarcerated 
at San Quentin Prison, he’s struggled 
with severe dental issues for years but 
hasn't been able to afford the cost of 
care. A set of dentures cost $255, and 
each visit to the dentist to pull a tooth 
was $5. After restitution, Haines only 
earns $25.40 a month. 

He put off the procedure for 
months out of concern over the cost. 
But after having so many teeth pulled 
that eating became nearly impossible, 
he gave in. 

“T signed a trust withdrawal for 
$255 to be charged to my prison 
account,” Haines tells the Ella Baker 
Center for Human Rights. “Sitting in 
that dentist chair, I thought about the 
year’s pay it would take to stop the 
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drooling out of my mouth from my 
missing front teeth.” 

Haines’ story is sadly not unique. 
For those who visit a doctor without 
sufficient funds to afford a copay, a 
hold is placed on their account, block- 
ing them from purchasing phone cards 
to call home, toiletries, or over-the- 
counter medicine. 

And while the agony of untreated 
dental work is a common experience 
across prisons in California, medical 
providers warn of other side effects of 
unaffordable copays. Infections and 
diseases that are easily treatable in 
early stages are left until they become 
severe, endangering other people in 
prison. The close quarters, low-nu- 
trition food, and limited access to 
hygiene mean that diseases can spread 
rapidly, making it even more import- 
ant for treatment to be offered quickly. 
In 2003, the Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention credited unafford- 
able copays as one of the key factors 


in an outbreak of MRSA in California 
prisons. 

“People who are most likely to be 
incarcerated are also the most likely to 
have chronic healthcare issues,” Eric 
Henderson, policy director of advocacy 
group Initiate Justice, tells SF Weekly. 
“By imposing a fee to access care, we 
are expecting currently incarcerated 
people to triage themselves. Ultimate- 
ly, this exacerbates existing conditions 
and puts their health and the health of 
others at risk.” 

In addition to causing all these 
issues, the copays don’t even bring in 
much money — they’re a pittance in 
the larger scheme of prison funding, 
and the resulting emergency medical 
procedures from untreated issues are 
costly. 

“Although the copayment program 
was authorized with the intention of 
reducing the financial and administra- 
tive burden of prison health care, there 
is no data demonstrating that the 
program is cost-effective,” reads the 
text of AB 45. “Analyses of copayment 
programs in other states have found 
that the administration of copayment 
programs in correctional institutions 
often costs more than the revenue col- 
lected from incarcerated people.” 

Other states have already caught 
up to this: Missouri, Montana, Nebras- 
ka, New Mexico, New York, Oregon, 
Vermont, and Wyoming have already 
eliminated copays in jails and prisons. 
And while AB 45 has yet to be officially 
signed by Newsom, the California De- 
partment of Corrections and Rehabili- 
tation pre-emptively eliminated copays 
on March 1 of this year. AB 45 will 
make it official. 

For Haines, who expected to take a 
year to fully pay off his dentures, this 
elimination of debt was life-changing. 

“Around March 2019, surprisingly, 
all of the money paid for my teeth 
popped up on my trust account,” he 
says. A couple days later, I went to the 
dentist and my teeth were there.” 

Haines now has a smile he says his 
friends compliment him on. But the 
trauma of accessing care still weighs 
on him. “I wouldn’t want anyone to go 
through the emotional and financial 
roller coaster that I did to get dental 
care,’ he says. 
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Why Are 
Cannabis 
Companies 


Pretending to 
Be Mike Tyson? 


The culture of celebrity pot 
brands may have finally jumped 
the shark. 


At a glance, former professional 
boxer Mike Tyson doesn’t seem like the 
world’s most compelling cannabis 
spokesman. 

For one, Tyson is a convicted rapist 
who spent three years in prison. There 
is no barometer beyond society’s tol- 
erance to determine what precludes 
one from continuing to live a (largely) 
consequence-free life in the face of 
such heinous actions, but it would be 
nice if sexually assaulting people made 
it more difficult for one to remain a 
millionaire. As most of us recall, Tyson 
also once bit part of Evander Holy- 
field’s ear off. 

Neither episode comes across as a 
sterling endorsement for the calming, 


tranquil benefits of CBD. 

Nevertheless, the dollars keep 
pouring in. 

Established in 2017, Tyson Ranch 
is the boxer’s personal cannabis em- 
pire, offering a range of flowers and 
extracts. The Palm Springs-based com- 
pany says edibles are “coming soon” 
and is now reportedly bringing in 
$500,000 a month. 

That’s a massive figure, and in an 
industry where legal ramifications are 
hardly cut-and-dried, it’s perhaps in- 
evitable that there are now reports of 
unregulated entrepreneurs attempting 
to grab a cut of the profits by claiming 
to be partners with the brand. 

As first reported by The Blast last 
week, “a big target for scammers has 
been Tyson 
Ranch’s CBD 
isolate manufac- 
turing and dis- 
tribution.” That 
makes sense, 
especially given 
it’s far more 
difficult to prove 
a CBD product 
is bunk without 
laboratory testing 
when compared 
with THC. The 
article goes on to 
say that staff at 
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Tyson Ranch are now “actively sifting 
through and identifying grifters who 
erroneously claim to be partners with 
their brand.” 

What’s fascinating about this 
development isn’t anything specific 
to Tyson, but instead what it proves 
about the power of celebrity and the 
public’s willingness to make false 
equivalencies when it comes to smart 
buying choices. 

These days, it’s hard to keep track of 
every actor, musician, comedian, and 
athlete who has endorsed something 
associated with cannabis. While the 
first celebrities to jump aboard were 
largely the names those with knowl- 
edge of the culture would’ve expected 
(comedian/activist Tommy Chong, 
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rapper Snoop Dogg), the range of 
famous folks taking an interest in pot 
— and its potential profits — these 
days has expanded dramatically over 
the past year. 

Former New England Patriots tight 
end and Tide Pod safety expert Rob 
Gronkowski, for instance, is investing 
in a topical called CBDMEDIC. He even 
got his former teammate (and White 
America poster child) Tom Brady to 
say he thinks the NFL should consider 
removing CBD from its banned sub- 
stances list during a recent radio show 
appearance. Musician Jenny Lewis 
paired the release of her most recent 
album with a co-branded tin of pre- 
rolls in conjunction with Glass House. 

Suffice to say, 
the days when a 
celebrity needed 
a pre-existing 
association with 
pot to endorse 
cannabis have 
long passed. 

A lack of 
public educa- 
tion when it 
comes to mak- 

ing informed 
cannabis pur- 
chases is bad 
for the indus- 
try. Consumers

should choose a product based on 
brand quality instead of who’s touting 
it. This issue is hardly limited to canna- 
bis, of course, but more important for 
an industry with murky regulation. 

Celebrity cannabis brands are par- 
ticularly susceptible to illegal knock-off 
competitors thanks to their proven 
sales history. 

This is a problem that needs to be 
solved: Consumers purchasing unregu- 
lated products — especially those who 
don’t realize they’re making an illegal 
purchase — based on a false sense of 
safety due to celebrity packaging are 
at risk. Given that people are unlikely 
to suddenly stop paying attention to 
celebrity endorsements or brands, 
it’s more important that the cannabis 
industry get the resources it needs to 
help legitimate businesses stay clear of 
fraudsters. 

Unfortunately, there’s no quick fix 
here. Until government officials at all 
levels can stop fighting with them- 
selves, it will be incumbent on brands 
like Tyson Ranch to remain extra 
vigilant.

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Are your 
children 
safe at 

school?

It is hard to ignore the issue 
of whether school safety actually 
exists, especially when shocking and 
unbelievable news coverage bom- 
bards parents daily. The question 
often becomes, “Where and when is a 
school district responsible if harm is 
caused to a child?” 


California law imposes on schools 
a duty to supervise at all times the 
conduct of students while on the 
school grounds and to enforce those 
rules and regulations necessary for 
the student’s protection (Cal. Gov. 
Code 815.2(a)). In other words, em- 
ployees of a school district have an 
obligation to supervise students for 
their protection. 


The Court held in C.A. v. William 


S. Hart Union High School in 2012, 
(53 Cal.4th 861, 869) that, due to 
the mandatory nature of school 
attendance and the “comprehensive 
control” exercise by the school over 
the students, there is a duty to use 
reasonable measures to protect stu- 
dents from foreseeable injury. 


Additionally, those in supervisory 
positions owe a duty to take rea- 
sonable measures to guard students 
against harassment and abuse from 
foreseeable sources, including teach- 
ers in their supervision (Id. at 871, 
and also see Cal.Code Regs. tit. 5 § 
So). 


This simply means that when you 
hand over your child to a teacher or 
administrator, they have a duty to 
keep your child safe from harm. 

This uniform standard to which 
they are held is that degree of care 
“which a person of ordinary pru- 
dence, charged with (comparable) 
duties, would exercise under the same 
circumstances.” Either a total lack of 
supervision or ineffective supervision 
may constitute a lack of ordinary care 
on the part of those responsible for 
student supervision (Dailey v. Los 
Angeles Unified Sch. Dist., 2 Cal. 3d 
741, 747, 470 P.2d 360, 363 in 1970). 


Unfortunately, many students,

especially those with special needs, 
become victims of teachers who are 
not properly trained or supervised. 


These children can be beaten, 
humiliated, have food and water 
withheld, and, in the worst case, be 
sexually assaulted. 


As a parent, you may want to con- 
tact your local police department if 
you notice any of the following signs 
in your children: (1) unexplained 
injuries, (2) changes in behavior, 

(3) regression, (4) fear of school, (5) 
changes in eating or sleeping, (6) 
changes in performance or atten- 
dance in school. 


The police department will inform 
Child Protective Services, and jointly 
these two organizations will investi- 
gate the matter. The school district 
should also do an internal investiga- 
tion. Finally, you may consider con- 
sulting with a reputable attorney that 
has handled these matters. 


One frustration for parents con- 
fronting this nightmare is union 
regulations. Such regulations merely 
place teachers on leave and usually al- 
low them to go back to their position 
unless convicted. 


Many of the cases that this firm 





has handled reach settlement with 
the teacher and the school district 
denying any guilt, but in the same 
breadth, paying sums of money to 
compensate for future psychological 
care and attempt to remedy the de- 
struction caused by lack of safety at 
schools.

On a stifling Friday afternoon 
in the Tenderloin, over 30 people gath- 
ered in a bright intersection. They had 
signs and instruments and looked angry. 
It was hot in the intersection and scorch- 
ing on the asphalt, which several of the 
people lay down on during a series of 
moments of silence. 

The silences honored pedestrians 
that died in the Tenderloin over the 
past year and were followed by ragged 
chants of “No more traffic deaths!” 

The Sept. 13 protest at the intersec- 
tion of Leavenworth Street and Golden 
Gate Avenue had been organized in 
the days following a near fatality in 
the same location, as a car crashed into 
a 12-year-old boy and left him with 
life-threatening injuries. The week 
before, a car drove into a 37-year-old 
pedestrian on Market Street between 
First and Second streets, Hoodline 
reported. Two days later, another pe- 
destrian was hit by a car in SoMa. In 
all three cases — just days apart— the 
victims survived but suffered serious 
injuries.

MAKING SAFER

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These tragedies came after a spate 
of pedestrian traffic deaths in San 
Francisco over the summer. With each 
one, concern has grown about the 
city’s ability to execute on its Vision 
Zero plan of having no pedestrian 
or cyclist traffic deaths by 2024; San 
Francisco is on pace to have more traf- 
fic deaths this year than last year. 

So what more can be done? What 
has to happen for San Francisco to 
stop backsliding on its commitment? 
Both the city and pedestrian advocates 
have some ideas on solutions. 


Left turns 
Some changes happened earlier this 
year. Mayor London Breed told the San 
Francisco Municipal Transportation 
Agency to speed up efforts around the 
city to improve traffic safety after a cy- 
clist died in a traffic collision in March. 
The SFMTA created a “Quick Build” 
program in June, which increased the 
speed of traffic improvements by re- 
ducing red tape. 

Another plan to change hundreds 
of traffic signals to give more time to 


crossing pedestrians was put forth, 
which should take effect by the end of 
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2019. 

One SFMTA team is also working 
on a pilot program, to be implemented 
“by early 2020,” to make left turns 
safer. 

“The problem of left turns is so 
complex,” says John Knox White, plan- 
ning programs manager for the SFMTA 
and part of the Sustainable Streets 
division. “When you're driving, you're 
thinking about the huge, heavy metal 
thing coming at you and your brain 
starts to filter out all sorts of stuff — 
like pedestrians and cyclists — because 
they’re not as big a threat.” 

This leads to drivers cutting corners 
and taking left turns faster than right 
turns while being less observant, all of 
which are dangerous to pedestrians. 
New York City, the first U.S. city to 
adopt a Vision Zero program, changed 
a bunch of intersections to make driv- 
ers think harder about left turns. The 
city added rubber curbs to the center 
lines, slow-turn markings, and flexible 
plastic posts to 129 intersections, 
which have the cumulative effect of 
making drivers make left turns slower 
and more carefully.

ment similar changes before April of 
next year at 10 intersections in San 
Francisco that the Department of Pub- 
lic Health has identified as dangerous. 
“We're going to be pairing this 
with an information and education 
campaign,” Knox White tells SF Weekly. 
“We're trying to see if the combo of 
telling people how to think about left 
turns paired with physical cues has any 
additional impact.” 


Speed limits and red 
lights 

“At the top of our list are speed safety 
cameras and slower speed limits,” 
Jodie Medeiros, executive director of 
Walk SF, a pedestrian advocate group, 
told SF Weekly in an email. “Both re- 
quire state legislation to move forward, 
and we couldn't be more eager for this 
to happen.” 

There’s a lot of data and research 
that says your intuition is correct: The 
slower the car hitting you is traveling, 
the more likely you, the pedestrian or 
cyclist, are to survive. A 30-year-old 
pedestrian hit by a vehicle traveling 
20 mph will survive 93 percent of the 
time, a 2016 report from ProPublica 
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showed. The survival rate drops to 65 
percent if the car is traveling 40 mph. 
This has led many cities — first in 
Europe and now more in the U.S. — to 
reduce speed limits to 20 mph in cities 
and especially residential areas (you 
may have seen or heard the “Twenty 
is plenty” slogan). But, as Medeiros 
notes, legislation is required at the 
state level to lower speed limits below 
25 mph. Many San Francisco streets 
have a speed limit of 25 mph but some 
have a limit of 30 or even 35 mph. 

Progress changing speed limit laws 
to be more accomodating has been 
slow: A 2018 bill created a taskforce, 
which will analyze the way the state 
approaches speed limits and submit 
its findings to the Secretary of Trans- 
portation, who will in turn file a report 
by January 2020. After all that, law- 
makers could choose to move forward 
with changing speed limits — but they 
might still face opposition from the 
California Highway Patrol, the Team- 
sters union, and the trucking industry, 
all of whom have opposed previous 
such efforts, according to Streetsblog. 

So changing the speed limit might 
not happen in the near future. What 
else might help? 

“San Francisco also has an existing 
and powerful tool we think is being 
underutilized: redlight cameras,’ Me- 
deiros says. “San Francisco currently 
only has 13 — at one time there were 
47. We know redlight running is one 
of the most dangerous driving behav- 
iors... This seems like low-hanging 
fruit for better traffic enforcement; 
we ve requested a hearing about this 
with the SFMTA Board of Directors.” 

There are actually only four inter- 
sections in San Francisco with photo 
enforcement right now, according to 
the SFMTA. It has plans to implement 
nine more, with eight of those nine 
installed by the end of the year. The 
transit authority “will likely” add five 
more such intersections, but the de- 
sign phase of those additions would 
not even start until the end of 2020. 

“Red light camera installations are 
still major capital investments that 
are done at locations where we have 
already upgraded the traffic signals 
and signal timing and are still seeing a 
red-light-running collision problem,” 
Ben Barnett, an SFMTA spokesperson, 
tells SF Weekly. “Funds spent on red 
light cameras could be spent on other

capital improvements, so we have to 
balance competing safety needs based 
on crash data and other factors.” 

Cracking down on drivers running 
red lights is one of the five areas the 
San Francisco Police Department has 
supposedly increased its focus on as 
part of its contribution to Vision Zero. 
Actual enforcement has gone down 
since Vision Zero was introduced, ac- 
cording to reports from the San Fran- 
cisco Chronicle. 


Take away the cars 
Removing cars from the equation 
altogether is another way to reduce 
accidents. 

Barcelona has been experimenting 
with superilles (“superblocks”) which 
only provide vehicle access to resi- 
dents and delivery vehicles going no 
more than 6 mph, and all the parking 
is underground. That means the vast 
majority of space is for pedestrians 
and cyclists. Creating more parts of the 
city without cars also came up during 
the outrage around the 12-year-old boy 
getting hit in the Tenderloin. 

“We want to actually talk about 
some of our streets being car-free alto- 
gether,” said Supervisor Matt Haney at 
the rally in the Tenderloin. Making any 
of the streets in the Tenderloin car- 
free would likely be an improvement; 
it’s one of the most dangerous parts of 


the city for pedestrians. 

San Francisco in general is extreme- 
ly dangerous for cyclists and pedes- 
trians. The California Office of Traffic 
Safety collects data from the CHP to 
generate Collision Rankings, which 
weight many different factors to assess 
how safe cities are for drivers, pedes- 
trians, and cyclists. Cities and counties 
are ranked within size categories. Of 
the 15 California cities with more than 
250,000 people, San Francisco was the 
most dangerous for bicyclists and sec- 
ond-most dangerous for pedestrians in 
2016, the most recent year for which 
data is available. 

Fixing that by 2024 will require 
more than just changing traffic signals. 
Medeiros and Walk SF are hopeful 
that an Oct. 15 SFMTA Board meeting 
could make significant progress toward 
getting private vehicles off Market 
Street in 2020. 


Making cars pay more 
Another idea, which has been tried in 
other cities, is congestion pricing. Ve- 
hicles driving downtown, SoMa, or in 
the Tenderloin would be charged. 
“More and more communities 
across the globe, including in the U.S., 
are embracing congestion pricing in 
their downtown cores as a way to 
lessen congestion and also improve 
safety,’ says Leah Shahum, the founder 
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and executive director of the Vision 
Zero Network. Shahum has worked 

in transit for over 20 years and was 
moved to found the nonprofit Vision 
Zero Network in 2014 after a child was 
hit and killed on Polk Street on New 
Year's Eve. 

“We know that fewer cars on the 
road means less possibilities of serious 
crashes,” she tells SF Weekly. Using 
congestion pricing in tandem with 
transit options like bikeshare and 
scooters is key to this strategy. 

The Vision Zero Network operates 
out of San Francisco and now has more 
than 40 US. cities signed on. New York 
City has seen its traffic deaths decrease 
by about 30 percent in the four years 
since implementing Vision Zero, a 
decrease Shahum says they credit to, 
among other things, a focus on low- 
ering speed limits and using safety 
cameras. San Franciscans, politicians, 
agencies, and law enforcement all want 
to reduce the number of deaths and in- 
juries on its streets. The trick is enact- 
ing meaningful changes fast enough. 

“We do not feel safe, and we know 
San Francisco can do better,” Medeiros 
says.

Vice-principal Ricky (Adam 


Niemann) is a middle manager par 
excellence. He’s primarily concerned 
with keeping his job and maintain- 
ing the status quo at a Chicago pub- 
lic high school. Unfortunately for 
him, the teachers, and their stu- 
dents, the school’s in a serious state 
of decline. Three years earlier the 
teachers went on strike to get the 
city’s attention and funding — but 
to no avail. Ricky acknowledged the 
systemic problems but took a neu- 
tral stance and did nothing to help. 

As Ike Holter’s Exit Strategy 
begins (at the Aurora Theatre 
through Sept. 29), he’s faced with 
the consequences of his inaction. 
One by one, Ricky calls each 
teacher into his office to tell them 
the bad news. The city’s closing 
the school down and then bull- 
dozing it. 

Pam (Margo Hall), who’s been 
on staff for decades, already 
knows what the score is. She’s 
seen her fellow teachers leave his 
office in tears. Ricky starts their 
conversation off by saying he’s 
bought the chocolate cake that’s in 
the lounge. In a prickly retort that 
recalls Olive Kitteridge (from Eliz- 
abeth Strout’s novels), she tells 
him an anecdote about the time 
the family dog died. Pam bought 
ice cream that day to temper her 
son’s grief with a sweet dessert. 
She’s not interested in Ricky’s 
cake or his bullshit. For once, she 
just wants him to be forthright 
about his business. 

Their exchange is a perfectly 
synchronized dialogue that pits 
his reluctance to tell the truth 
against her mounting provoca- 
tions. In this situation, Pam’s got 
nothing to lose because she knows 
she’s already lost her job and her 
life’s work. Eventually, Ricky stops 
dissimulating and matches her 
belligerence with some pent up 
rage of his own. She wakes him up 
at last, even if it’s only a pyrrhic 
victory. Without spoiling the play, 
Pam doesn’t show up at work for 
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that final school year. 

When the term begins, her 
longtime colleague Arnold (Mi- 
chael J. Asberry) convenes a meet- 
ing with three other teachers. 
Arnold’s embittered by the school 
closing and he blames Ricky — 
the figurehead of administrative 
indifference — for it. He under- 
stands that the failed strike was 
the last chance they had to save 
the school. During the meeting, 
Sadie (Sam Jackson) suggests 
another walkout to drum up pub- 
lic interest in their plight. Like a 
weary oracle, Arnold’s resigned to 
the school’s fate and shuts that 
idea down as a futile gesture anda 
waste of time. 

Jania (Gabriella Fanuele), the 
special ed teacher, loves her job 
but hates the district for being so 
unsupportive of her programs. As 
her class sizes have increased, so 
has her workload. Only Luce (Ed 
Gonzalez Moreno) seems unfazed 
by the changes. That’s because 
he and Ricky have fallen in love. 


But the origins and delivery of 
their affair is underwritten. Luce 
doesn’t respect Ricky as a boss but 
he desires him nonetheless. Not 
an unheard of romantic entangle- 
ment but one that suddenly starts 
to crumble when the couple’s 
faced with external pressures. 
Both actors are believable as an 
infatuated pair but there’s little 

in the script to account for their 
mutual attraction. 

As the ever-equivocating Ricky, 
Adam Niemann is a man pos- 
sessed. He inhabits Ricky’s emo- 
tions from the base of his spine 
to the impassioned spittle that 
flies out of his enraged mouth. 
His intense performance didn’t 
throw the rest of the cast off bal- 
ance, until he delivered one of his 
final, earth-shattering tantrums. 
In response to it, Jackson’s eyes 
opened wide with surprise. At 
that point, Niemann wasn’t just 
acting. He was channeling this 
man’s spirit off the page and onto 
the stage.

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Which is why it was vexing to 
watch as Ricky’s psyche sputtered 
and petered out. Of all the char- 
acters, he changes the most. Then 
his agitated spirit just vanishes, 
as if he’d been exorcised from Nie- 
mann’s body. With the help of a 
social media-savvy student named 
Donnie (Tre’Vonne Bell), Ricky 
makes an impassioned attempt 
to avert the closure. But Holter, 
like the pessimistic Arnold, is a 
clear-eyed realist. The playwright 
provides Ricky with a new moral 
center but doesn’t give him the 
power to rescue anyone or sway 
the dangerous minds of apparat- 
chiks.

Desolation Center 
Not rated. Opens Friday at the Roxie Theater. 


It’s not fair to hold isolated events responsible 
for the things they inspire, which is why it’s 
okay to revel in Stuart Swezey’s documentary 
Desolation Center even knowing the events it 
relates led to Burning Man, and Burners ruin 
everything. Looking to escape the harassment 
the punk scene was experiencing from the LAPD 
in the mid-1980s, promoter Swezey had an idea: 
Why not go out into the middle of nowhere? This 
resulted in a series of every-so-often, under- 
the-radar shows such as Savage Republic in the 
Mojave, the Minutemen on a whalewatching 
boat in San Pedro Bay, and Einsttirzende 
Neubauten and Survival Research Laboratories 
making both literal and metaphoric sparks fly in 
Box Canyon. Joining Pink Floyd at Mothers Club 
on Apr. 27, 1969 or Miles Davis at the Osaka 
Festival Hall on Feb. 1, 1975 as a show that 
should be on your short list if you had a time 
machine was the Gila Monster Jamboree on Jan. 
5, 1985, when relative unknowns Sonic Youth 
jammed noisily in the Mojave night lit only by 
the moon while most everyone in the audience 
was tripping on LSD. Swezey and Desolation 
Center are appropriately contrite for spawning 
Burning Man, and they are forgiven, since those 
original shows are memories that will always

Ms. Purple

Filmmaking is all about the right visual tool for 
the right job, and Justin Chon’s Ms. Purple makes 
use of lush colors to tell its contemplative story 
as effectively as his far talkier 2017 Gook found 
immediacy in its glorious, high-contrast black- 
and-white. In Ms. Purple, Kasie (Tiffany Chu) is a 
young woman living in Los Angeles’ Koreatown, 
where she works as a hostess at a karaoke club 
frequented by wealthy but grabby men to make 
ends meet while she takes care of her bedridden, 
dying father (James Kang). Her mother has long 
since abandoned the family, so Kasie reaches 

out to her estranged slacker of a brother Carey 
(Teddy Lee). Ante Cheng’s lush, every-frame- 
a-painting cinematography for Ms. Purple has 
been compared to Christopher Doyle’s legendary 
work for Wong Kar-Wai’s In the Mood for Love, 
probably because both films have Asian or Asian- 
American directors and casts. But thematically, 
Ms. Purple is far more evocative of Douglas 

Sirk’s 1950s “woman’s weepie” melodramas, 
which were famously shot in bold, emotionally 
expressive colors by Russell Metty. Chon and 
Cheng also one-up Terrence Malick by using the 
magic hour to show a woman being thoughtful 
and expressing her inner life, rather than just 
frolicking for a gawking male. In doing so, Ms. 
Purple sheds new light on an old trick. SC

Actor, activist, and author 
George Takei remains astounded at how 
little people know about the imprison- 
ment of Japanese-Americans in intern- 
ment camps during World War II. 

“To this day, I can share my child- 
hood incarceration with those that I 
consider well informed and they’re 
shocked that such a thing happened,” 
Takei tells SF Weekly. “We had noth- 
ing to do with Pearl Harbor. We were 
innocent American citizens and yet 
the ideals of this country of ‘all men 
are created equal, ‘equal justice under 
law,’ and ‘a nation of laws’ simply dis- 
appeared.” 

So the actor, best known for play- 
ing Hikaru Sulu, the helmsman of the 
Starship Enterprise on the original 
60s Star Trek series and in six subse- 
quent feature films, has made a second 
career of informing others about the 
internment of Japanese Americans. 

He’s already exposed this terrible 
chapter in U.S. history via countless 
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speaking tours, exhibits at the Japa- 
nese American National Museum — 
which he helped found in Los Angeles 
in 1992 — his ’94 autobiography To the 
Stars, and his 2015 Broadway musical 
Allegiance, which he developed based 
on his personal experiences in the 
camps. 

But when Takei saw history repeat- 
ing itself at detention centers near 
the U.S.-Mexico border, he decided to 
target more impressionable younger 
voters with a new graphic novel, They 
Called Us Enemy, which describes his 
internment experience. 

The author’s 208-page manga 
memoir, which he’s set to discuss at 
The Commonwealth Club on Tuesday, 
begins in a U.S. caught up in war hys- 
teria following the Japanese bombing 
of Pearl Harbor in 1941 and President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt’s Executive 
Order 9066, the following year, which 
forcibly relocated and incarcerated ap- 
proximately 120,000 Japanese Ameri- 
cans to concentration camps across the 
country for the duration of the war. 

Stripped of their dry cleaning busi- 
ness, bank account, home, and free- 
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dom, Takei’s family is shipped out of 
Los Angeles, first to makeshift housing 
at the Santa Anita Race Track, then 
the Rohwer Relocation Center in rural 
Arkansas, and finally the maximum-se- 
curity Tule Lake Internment Camp in 
Northern California. 

The five-year-old future actor and 
his two siblings adapt to the camps’ 
cramped living quarters, enforced meal 
times, and mass showers and toilets 
with the aid of their parents, who at- 
tempt to make the best of the terrible 
circumstances. 

Over time, even the barbed wire 
fences and sentry towers became just 
another familiar part of the landscape, 
no more intimidating than a chain-link 
fence around a schoolyard playground 
or telephone poles. Nighttime runs to 
the latrine, lit up by searchlights, al- 
most seemed romantic and fantastical 
to the young boy. But for his parents, 
the entire experience remained hellish. 
Takei makes a point of bringing both 
perspectives to light in his book. 

“To five-year-old me, I thought it 
was nice that they lit the way for me 
to pee, where my mother found it 
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an invasive, humiliating light,” Takei 
says. ‘I was an innocent child making 
discoveries and I wanted to keep the 
purity of my childhood memories. But 
[also tell the larger reality, the harrow- 
ing story of my parents’ degrading and 
humiliating experience.” 

It was only after seeing young, 
innocent men getting dragged out of 
their barracks by the MPs at night and 
guards retaliating against those who 
protested injustices like these with vio- 
lence that Takei saw the experience for 
what it actually was. 

“The terror I felt that day remains 
a vivid memory” describes Takei, after 
one such horrifying experience in the 
book. 

But it was only as a teenager liv- 
ing with his family in Los Angeles, a 
decade after their release from the 
camps, that Takei began to fully recog- 
nize the horrors that he and his family 
had endured. 

Curious about his childhood im- 
prisonment and trying to reconcile 
America’s noble ideals of democracy 
and an impartial justice system with 
what he experienced in the concen-

tration camps, he began scouring 
contemporary history books for any 
information on the Japanese American 
internment but writes that he couldn’t 
find anything. 

Late-night conversations with 
his father, who, against all odds, still 
maintained faith in American ideals, 
would fill the holes in his memory and, 
for the first time, put into words his 
pain and anguish of raising a family in 
the camps. 

Takei’s father would sadly not live 
to see any reparations for his family’s 
mistreatment, which first came in 
1988 when former president Ronald 
Reagan signed the Civil Liberties Act 
to compensate over 100,000 Japanese 
American internment camp survivors 
with $20,000 each for pain and suf- 
fering. In 1993, then-president Bill 
Clinton followed this action by sending 
formal apologies to survivors on behalf 
of the American people. 

While words can intellectualize 
the internment and a musical like 
Allegiance can peel emotion from the 
heart, Takei, a lifelong fan of comics, 
believes that a graphic novel is the best 
format for reaching a younger audi- 
ence, many of whom are still oblivious 
to the horrors of the Japanese Amer- 
ican internment camps of World War 
II as well as the modern-day detention 
camps. 

“It’s people that don’t know this 
history that contribute to some of the 
outrages like what’s happening on the 
southern border,’ Takei says, referring 
to children ripped from parents, scat- 
tered across the country, and forced to 
live in cramped cages. “What happened 
in the U.S. 75 years ago and what’s 
happening on the border today, [it is] 
the same mentality that’s putting them 
in these much more horrific circum- 
stances. Ours was harrowing enough, 
but they reach a new low with this 
cruelty. ”

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‘Africa State of Mind’ Will Stay with You

The average American knows 
embarrassingly little about Africa. 

So many have called Africa a single 
“country” — most notably George W. 
Bush in 2001, when he was U.S. Pres- 
ident (“Africa is a nation that suffers 
from incredible disease”) — it makes 
one wonder if anyone is dispensing 
knowledge about Africa that is smart 
and insightful. 

The answer is yes; Africans and 
Europeans of African descent are doing 
a commendable job, and they’re doing 
it through visual art that has found its 
way to San Francisco's Museum of the 
African Diaspora in the exhibit “Africa 
State of Mind.” 

The exhibit accounts for Africa’s 
past and present, but “Africa State of 
Mind” is less a history lesson than a 
lesson in thinking that is forward-look- 
ing and frequently fantastical. In one 
MOoAD gallery, we see Sammy Baloji’s 
photos of congested urban life in the 
Democratic Republic of the Congo, 
where deteriorating architecture and 
littered roadways exist alongside new 
billboards and commercial signs that 
promise beauty, liberty, and vitality. 
In the same gallery: Michael MacGar- 
ry’s film, Excuse Me While I Disappear, 


where a young, poor worker visits a 
new, Chinese-built Angolan city for the 
middle and upper class. It’s a dramati- 
zation that almost seems like a docu- 
mentary, but its ending resembles that 
of Ang Lee’s Crouching Tiger, Hidden 
Dragon — turning Excuse Me While I 
Disappear into a visually arresting alle- 
gory about class difference and Africa’s 
post-colonial potential. 

Angola borders Congo. Both are 
former colonies of European countries 
that abused their power over millions 
of people and billions in resources, 
but that abuse continued with African 
strongmen like Mobutu Sese Seko, 
who renamed the Congo “Zaire” and 
then pillaged its coffers and repressed 
all opposition for 30 years until rebel 
leaders forced him out. The Angolan 
artist Kiluanji Kia Henda had Mobutu 
in mind for his acerbic photo series 
called “The Last Journey of the Dic- 
tator Mussunda N’zombo Before the 
Great Extinction (in 5 acts)”, which 
has a Mobutu-like figure posing in 
fashionable wear (Mobutu was famous 
for his leopard hats) on made-up sa- 
vannas with stuffed African animals. 
The backdrop is kitschy — similar to 
what Western museums dream up 
when they want to portray Westerners’ 
idea of a safari-like vista. Kia Henda’s 
dictator preens, uses binoculars, inter- 
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acts with the taxidermied creatures, 
and then — in the final act — lies face 
down in the savanna, apparently dead. 
There’s no blood. No trauma. Just a 
dead dictator and a stuffed antelope 
in a scene with dark humor when you 
know Kia Henda is lampooning and 
celebrating the extinction of African 
despots. 

Africa is comprised of 54 countries, 
but “Africa State of Mind” resists 
seeing the continent on those terms — 
instead dividing the exhibit into three 
main themes: “Inner Landscapes,” 
where photographers present subjec- 
tive ideas of African identity; “Zones 
of Freedom,” where photographers 
explore issues of gender, sexuality, and 
identity; and “Hybrid Cities,” where 
urban centers are the focus. “Zones 
of Freedom” features Eric Gyamfi’s 
excellent black-and-white photography 
series of Ghana’s queer community, 
“Just Like Us”, and Sabelo Mlangeni’s 
equally memorable photography series 
of South Africa’s rural gay community, 
“Country Girls.” 

Ethiopian photographers contrib- 
ute two highlights of “Hybrid Cities”: 
Michael Tsegaye’s portraits of chang- 
ing Addis Ababa, “Future Memories,” 
where older, village-like neighbor- 
hoods are giving way to tall, modern 
buildings; and Girma Berta’s “Moving

Shadows’ series that shows the daily 
lives of Addis Ababa’s streets — but re- 
positions single people or couples onto 
single-color backgrounds, which turns 
these Ethiopians, their belongings, 
and their shadows into almost literary 
figures that demand to be noticed. By 
depopulating scenes from Ethiopia’s 
teeming capital of some 3 million peo- 
ple and repopulating them into these 
scenic spaces, “Moving Shadows” man- 
ages to take people from the shadows 
of anonymity even as it bathes them in 
their own shadows. 

Curated by acclaimed British writer 
and arts director Ekow Eshun, “Africa 
State of Mind” tries to counter-balance 
how “ideas of Africanness have been 
presented in photography,” Eshun said 
at the exhibit’s media preview. “It deals 
with ways of encountering Africa in 
non-literal terms,’ added Eshun, au- 
thor of the 2005 memoir, Black Gold of 
the Sun: Searching for Home in England 
and Africa, which includes poignant 
details of visiting his parents’ native 
Ghana. “Its purpose is to think about 
and rethink and reimagine possibilities 
of how to articulate what Africa looks 
like — how it feels to live in Africa, 
how it feels to encounter Africa, how 
we might imagine Africa in the con- 
temporary world.” 

Good exhibits stay with you long 


after you leave, and “Africa State of 
Mind,” which opened on Sept. 4, has 
done that for me again and again — in- 
cluding the night of Sept. 12, when 10 
Democratic presidential candidates de- 
bated on a Houston stage. During the 
nationally televised event, New Jersey 
Senator Cory Booker, who traces his 
family ancestry to Sierra Leone and 
has visited many African countries, cit- 
ed what he called an African proverb: 
“If you want to go fast, go alone. If you 
want to go far, go together.” 

Booker’s comment was in vivid 
contrast to one made in early 2018 by 
Donald Trump, who — in response 
to the idea of aiding immigrants from 
African countries, Haiti, and El Salva- 
dor — said this: “Why are we having all 
these people from shit-hole countries 
come here?” 

Trump has yet to visit Africa as 
president, and has reportedly never 
been there. For those who’ve not set 
foot on the continent — and never 
seen its diversity of cultures, religions, 
and economies firsthand, and never 
spoken to someone on a continent of 
1 billion people — Africa will remain a 
“state of mind” that is fragile and un- 
formed at best. “Africa State of Mind” 
opened with several other MoAD ex- 
hibits, including DeShawn Dumas’ se- 
ries of socially searing abstract paint- 
ings that address American inequities. 
It’s easy to connect the proverbial dots 
between Dumas’ painting of a bulleted 
scene with “Africa State of Mind” 
and U.S. presidential politics. Several 
candidates at the September debate 
addressed the idea of reparations for 
the centuries of American slavery. 
America’s past and Africa’s past were 
there on that Houston stage. 

The past is also in “Africa State of 
Mind,” but like the older Addis Ababa 
neighborhoods in Michael Tsegaye’s 
photos, and Kia Henda’s photo of an 
obsolete dictator, that past is disap- 
pearing and giving way to something 
else. Not the future exactly. But an- 
other state: A state of transition that 
is there for anyone to see in MoAD’s 
galleries.

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Laying Down the Claw 





Amid a national shortage of White Claw hard seltzer, how does its nearest imitator Truly stack up? Not well, we 


found out.

Have you marked yourself “safe” 
during the Great White Claw Shortage of 
2019? Or have you been camped out out- 
side the Marina Safeway’s loading dock, 
awaiting a new shipment the way people 
once did for the iPhone 6? Because either 
way, you must have heard of White Claw 
by now. 

It’s the clear, flavored hard seltzer 
(or “spiked sparkling water”) with a 
5 percent alcohol content that the 
makers of Mike’s Hard Lemonade 
introduced a few years ago and which 
supposedly outsold Budweiser in the 
month of July. 

There are only so many people in 
this world named Becky or Chad, so 
where exactly did this phenomenon 
come from? As it turns out, White 
Claw owes its existence not to a viral 
marketing campaign — although @ 
whiteclawcrew’s aggressive hedonism 
embodies its place in the culture — 
but to a quirk of U.S. revenue law. Josh 
Barro of New York magazine noted that 
because it’s brewed like beer, it’s taxed 
like beer, so even though it contains 
vodka, it’s a couple bucks cheaper 
than some equivalent vodka-soda-in- 
a-can would be. And unlike the other 
“malternative” beverages that came 
before it — Zima, Smirnoff Ice, Bacar- 
di Breezers — there’s less sugar. The 
fermentation base is already sugar, so 
the manufacturers need only add two 
more grams to concoct something La 
Croix-esque. 

As it has been for the past thousand 
days or so, “La Croix” is today’s secret 


word. Consequently, America’s strate- 
gic White Claw reserves are running 

a little low. In fact, it took SF Weekly 

a few trips to Safeway to get our, um, 
claws on a variety 12-pack. (Try the 
Safeway in the Excelsior, because the 

E always has what you need. Seeing 
our purchase, the people behind us 
contemplated stepping out of the line 
to get some.) Although we just as easily 
could have gone with Bon & Viv, we 
also picked up a 12-pack of Truly Hard 
Seltzer for a living-room tasting ses- 
sion with Billions on mute in the back- 
ground. Comparably priced, they come 
in thin cans of the same size and shape 
that don’t automatically mark them as 
alcoholic beverages, making them per- 
fect for quasi-clandestine Dolores Park 
day-drinking, when you don’t have it 
in you to go full rebel and crack open 
some beers but you also don’t want to 
lug a pre-mixed pitcher of vodka and 
Crystal Light, either. 

As it turns out, none of the White 
Claw flavors (Natural Lime, Ruby 
Grapefruit, Black Cherry, and Raspber- 
ry) corresponded with any of the Truly 
flavors (Pineapple, Mango, Passion 
Fruit, and Pomegranate) in the packs. 
White Claw produces Black Cherry and 
a plain flavor, but they just weren't in 
there. So there was no opportunity for 
a true, one-to-one showdown. 

But the results were unambigu- 
ous: Even the worst White Claw (the 
mushy, indistinct Lime) was better 
than the best Truly (Pomegranate). 
The overall standout was — and again, 
seasoned La Croix guzzlers probably 
knew this on instinct — the Ruby

Grapefruit. Clean and mild, it’s essen- 
tially an adult Pamplemousse La Croix, 
although those two added grams of 
sugar round off what could be a crisper 
mouthfeel. Black Cherry was next, 
because it contained just the right hint 
of cherry-ness from what has always 
been the darkest and most seductive 
of alt-soda flavors, evocative of Clearly 
Canadian and Original New York Selt- 
zer (both of which became defunct and 
were later revived). Still, it raises the 
question: Why not a cola flavor? Rasp- 
berry came in third only because it’s 
simply not as complex as Black Cherry 
— although it, too, nailed that “audible 
whisper” flavor quotient. 

The fact that Natural Lime is labeled 
“natural” implies that the others are 
“unnatural,” which carries a moralistic 
connotation of sin and damnation as 
opposed to merely conjured into exis- 
tence in some lab in New Jersey. This 
led to a temporary halt in the proceed- 
ings as the participants debated the 
meaninglessness of the term. Mean- 
while, Natural Lime took a DNA test. 
Turns out, it’s 100 percent basic bitch, 
basically a limp Sprite with a chemical 
finish. 

Then it was over to the Truly, which 
suffer from an across-the-board ener- 
gy-drink flavor, something that feels 
categorically wrong. We got the feeling 
that hard seltzers are very specifically 
not for people who routinely crush a 
Red-Bull-and-vodka at the DJ Snake 
show; their partisans are fully aware 
that this is an elegantly inelegant way 
to get drunk. 

If sugar content is important to 


you, know that Truly only has one 
gram instead of two. And the aromas 
are much stronger than White Claw’s, 
even if they often prep your palate for 
disappointment. For example, pome- 
granates reputedly transport people to 
Hades for six months out of the year, 
but Pomegranate Truly is likelier to 
see you wake up on a freeway median. 
Pineapple had the strongest aroma, 
and an acidic intensity that even the 
White Claw lacked — but then it re- 
solves into that unpleasantly medical 
after-taste, as if the technicians had 
to mask taurine. Mango was decidedly 
off-mango, but Passion Fruit bore no 
resemblance to maracuya whatsoever. 
The aftertaste was the taste. 

Is that because passion fruit is a 
challenging flavor to synthesize? Did 
the makers of Truly feel boxed out by 
White Claw? Scrutinizing the can, we 
noted that Truly contains mandarina 
hops, so we asked a couple brewers 
what that was about. 

“Tll stan for mandarina,” said Jesse 
Friedman, formerly of Almanac Beer 
Co., who judges it among the good 
American-style hops from Europe. “I 
don’t know how it plays in hard soda, 
but I like it a lot in beers. It’s part of 
a modern German breeding program 
that’s made some great aroma hops 
that are great solo or in a blend.” 

Still, he notes that the flavor of 
a given hop depends on exposure 
to oxygen and the competency of a 
brewer. Extracting seltzer flavors is 
cheaper and easier, so the inclusion of 
mandarina hops may be a marketing 
smokescreen designed to boost Truly’s 
credibility. 

“It should have aromas of tanger- 
ine, grapefruit, lime, and bubble gum,” 
he said, the latter of which would 
certainly explain the energy-drink 
connection. 

So the verdict would seem to be 
clear. But there’s one last test that, like 
it or not, you're going to face. To put 
it bluntly: How does it taste after you 
burp it up? Did it cause you to float 
to the ceiling, like Charlie Bucket and 
Grandpa Joe? Or did you end up taking 
a moral inventory in the fetal position? 
In the case of White Claw, what comes 
up resembles what went down. Truly, 
not so much. Mango, in particular, felt 
oily somehow, and frankly a bit like 
dirty socks. Folsom is still a week away, 
so we don't need to go to such lengths.

After a long week of work, a nice 
sunny patio and a frosty brew are the 
perfect combination for strolling into the 
weekend. 
I’m the kind of guy who likes a little 
bite with my happy hour. Whether 
it be pretzels, popcorn, pinchos, or 
peanuts, I crave a snack with my drink. 
One bar in this town that has built 
a reputation on its long list of craft 
brewskis also caters a perfect little 
snack that elevates the experience to 
one fit for gods and punk rockers alike.

For 
six bucks the sandwich comes with a 
choice of American, cheddar, or pepper 
jack cheese and tomato, then can be 
dressed up with simple additions of ba- 
con, jalapeno, or a fried egg. The bright 
yellow cheese glows between the crispy 
slices of bread, while the whole thing 
oozes like a sponge. The smoky bacon 
and tangy jalapeno add layers of differ- 
ent crunchy textures, while the sweet 
tomato brings the decadent mess back 
down to earth.

Jordan Carlos, more recently 
known for appearing on Black Mirror, 
managed to pull off being a 41-year-old 
married New York comic with a house. 
So why did he feel the need to start a 
podcast called “Adulting”? 

“Tm just trying to figure out the 
maintaining of it all,” Carlos tells SF 
Weekly ahead of his Bay Area appear- 
ances at Pop-Up Magazine on Friday 
and Saturday. “You see people in their 
50s and everything is just a smoking 
ruin. I’m just trying not to blow it.” 

And who can't relate? In May, 


Carlos launched the WNYC show with 
fellow comic Michelle Buteau, who 
San Franciscans may remember as 
Wrenita in Netflix’s Tales of the City. 
The podcast has covered a fair amount 
of ground since then, from parsing 
Venmo etiquette and ending toxic 
friendships to wondering if real adults 
are allowed to cry on the subway or if 
having turtles is too much responsibil- 
ity. (ll spare you all the tragicomedy 
with a resounding “Yes!”) 

Oftentimes, people ask about dat-

They even get requests about STIs, in 
which case they advise visiting a clinic 
ASAP. “If we’re the court of last resort, 
you re in serious trouble,” Carlos says. 
“Adulting” is the natural following 
to his other gig, writing HBO’s Divorce 
with Sarah Jessica Parker, which fol- 
lows, well, a messy divorce. Carlos also 
wrote for The Nightly Show with Larry 
Wilmore, was a cast member on MTV’s 
Guy Code, and has played President 
Barack Obama on CollegeHumor Orig- 
inals and a black Scientologist on The 
Eric Andre Show. He credits getting no- 
ticed with his role as Stephen Colbert’s 
one black friend Alan on The Colbert 


Report to lend the character credibility 
when discussing race. He went from 
feeling like being black had to be his 
shtick as a comic to finding more of a 
voice with the help of Wilmore. 

“I’m much more confident in what 
I’m saying,” Carlos says. “And I feel 
good about it.” 

These days, he likes getting people 
with NPR tote bags to laugh at them- 
selves and the bougie things they do 
to feel interesting. Who really needs to 
know that an overly-fancy Brooklyn 
restaurant is named after New York’s 
19th-century park designer? 

His upcoming Pop-Up Magazine 
appearance in San Francisco and Oak- 
land, where the live magazine show 
debuts its “Escape” issue, may not hit 
those points but it does involve some- 
thing the privileged may know more 
about: bizarre travel stories, sans Jerry 
Seinfeld exasperation. 

From a meal interrupted by tear gas 
set off during France’s Yellow Jacket 
protests to being smacked with a cane 
after unintentionally insulting a Por- 
tuguese man’s language skills, Carlos

feels like he has bad luck while on 
vacation. 

“I don’t know what it is,” Carlos 
says. ‘I’m just a magnet for them.” 

That’s not necessarily a complaint 
— and neither is being asked to join 
projects like Guy Code at a pool party 
in Beverly Hills. After all, that paid his 
rent for three years. 

“Things that I got, I got because I 
was in a positive mindset and open to 
the possibility,” Carlos says. “When 
you believe in your talents, you believe 
your talents will take you where you 
want to go... I really do sound like a 
TED talk.”

My son has always liked handcuffs and tying people 
up as a form of play. He is 12 now, and the delight he 
finds in cuffing has not faded along with his love of 
Legos. He lobbied hard to be allowed to buy a hefty 
pair of handcuffs. We cautioned him strongly about 
consent—he has a younger brother—and he has been 
good about it. In the last year, though, I found out that 
he is cuffing himself while alone in the house—and 
when discovered, he becomes embarrassed and insists 
it’s a joke. I found him asleep one night with his wrists 
cuffed. I removed the cuffs and spoke to him the next 
morning about safety. Then recently, when returning 
home late, I saw him (through his window, from the 
back of the house) naked and cuffed with a leather belt 
around his waist, which seemed attached to the cuffs. 
This escalation was scarier. I haven't spoken to him 
about it. My concern about the bondage stuff is that 
there are some risks (like escaping a fire), particularly if 
he gets more adventurous (restricting breathing, etc.). 
This is something he is doing secretly and alone. He is a 
smart kid, an athlete, and a fairly conscientious scholar. 
He has friends but sometimes feels lonely. He is going 
through puberty with its attendant madness—defiance, 
surliness, etc.—but he is also very loving and kind. He is 
also quite boastful, which I interpret as insecurity. I can’t 
help feeling that this bondage stuff is related to these 
issues, and I worry about self-esteem and self-loathing. 
We are considering getting him some help. Any advice 
for us? 

Completely Understandable Fears For Son 


When a concerned parent reaches out to 
an advice columnist with a question like yours, 
CUFES, the columnist is supposed to call in the 
child psychologists. But I thought it might be more 
interesting—lI actually thought it might be more 
helpful—if I shared your letter with a different class 
of experts: adult men who were tying themselves up 
when they were 12 years old. 

“This boy sounds a lot like how I was at his age,” 
said James “Jimmy” Woelfel, a bondage porn star 
with a huge online following. “I want to reassure 
CUFFS that the discovery of things like this, even 
at a young age, is extremely common. We may not 
know why we like this stuff at the time, we just know 
we do.” 

Jimmy is correct: Many adults who are into 
bondage, heavy or otherwise, became aware of their 
bondage kinks at a very early age. 

“The vast majority of BDSM practitioners report 
that their sexual interests developed relatively early 
in life, specifically before the age of 25,” Dr. Justin 
Lehmiller wrote in a recent post on his invaluable 
Sex and Psychology blog. “Further, a minority of 
these folks (7-12% across studies) report that 
their interests actually developed around the time 
of puberty (ages 10-12), which is when other 
traditional aspects of sexual orientation develop 
(e.g., attraction based on sex/gender).” 

While an obsession with handcuffs at age 6 
isn’t proof a kid is going to grow up with an erotic 
interest in bondage—lots of kids like to play cops 
and robbers—a boy who’s cuffing himself in the 
throes of puberty and doing so in the nude and in 
secret... yeah, that boy is almost certainly going to be 
into bondage when he grows up. And that boy is also 
going to be embarrassed when his parents discover 


him in handcuffs for the exact same reason a boy is 
going to be embarrassed when his parents walk in 
on him masturbating—because he’s having a private 
sexual experience that he really doesn’t want to 
discuss with his parents. 

As for your son’s insecurities and loneliness, 
CUFFS, they may not be related to his interest in 
bondage at all. They’re more likely a reaction to the 
shame he feels about his kinks than to the kinks 
themselves. (And aren't most 12-year-olds, handcuff 
obsession or no, insecure?) 

“People do bondage for various reasons,’ said 
Trikoot, a self-described “bondage fanatic” and 
occasional kink educator from Helsinki, Finland. 
“It’s not always sexual, and it’s almost never a 
symptom of self-loathing—and a counselor will 
not ‘erase’ a taste for bondage. Too many kinksters 
had young lives full of shame and hiding, only to 
accept themselves years later and then discover what 
they’ve missed out on.” 

In other words, CUFFS, parents and counselors 
can’t talk a child out of his kinks any more than 
they can talk a child out of his sexual orientation. 
This stuff is hardwired. And once someone accepts 
his kinks, whatever anxiety he feels about them 
eventually evaporates. 

All that said, however awkward it was for you and 
mortifying for him when you found him asleep in his 
handcuffs, Jimmy thinks there may be an upside. 

“I was extremely embarrassed when my mom 
caught me,” said Jimmy. “She didn’t know how 
to respond and neither did I at the time. We 
merely went on as if it never happened. But it was 
somewhat comforting to know there wasn't going to 
be a major backlash. It was better than living in fear.” 

Now that you know what you know about your 
son, CUFFS, what do you do? Well, with the burden 
of knowing comes the responsibility—not just to 
educate and warn, but to offer your son a little hope 
for his future. 

“Consent and safety are two of the most 
important universal issues in bondage, and 
CUFFS has wisely addressed both of them,” said 
Trikoot. And you should stress both in a follow-up 
conversation. “There are boundaries that should 
never be crossed, such as solo breath play, which 
regularly kills even experienced adults. But dabbling 
with wrist and ankle restraints while being within 
shouting distance of the rest of the family is not 
a serious safety issue.” (Sleeping in handcuffs, 
however, is a serious safety issue—they can twist, 
compress nerves, and damage the delicate bones of 
the wrist. He should not be sleeping in them.) 

Now for the tricky and super awkward and what 
will definitely feel somewhat age-inappropriate part: 
At some point—maybe in a year or two—you need 
to let your son know that he has a community out 
there. 

“When done safely, bondage/kink can be 
an extremely rewarding experience as he grows 
into adulthood,” said Jimmy. “Some of the most 
important people in my life are those whom I’ve 
shared this love with. It is nothing to be ashamed 
of—though at his age, it is unfortunately inevitable. 
How you react can help mitigate such a reaction.” 

Oh, and stop peeping in your son’s bedroom 
window at night. That’s creepy.
